“at some point Gable 
entered Young’s compart- 
ment,” Lewis told celebrity 
author Anne Helen Petersen. 

“Young never spoke of the 
specifics of what occurred to 
anyone... until decades later” 
when she revealed the rape. 

But weeks after the inci- 
dent, the humiliated actress 
discovered she was pregnant. 

“One of Young’s sisters had 
walked by Loretta’s room and 
heard her weeping,” writes 
Peterson. “‘How could this be 
happening?’ she asked. ‘It was 
just one time.’ ” 

Since Loretta was a devout 
Catholic, an abortion was out 






of the question. With the help 
of her family, pregnant Young 
was tucked away in a Venice 
Beach, Calif., cottage. 

Shortly after the actress gave 
birth to Judy in November 
1935, she “adopted” the girl. 
Gable never acknowledged 
the child and Judy didn’t learn 
he was her father until she was 


23, shortly after his death. 

But the family never told 
Judy that Gable had raped her 
mom, who later had two sons 
with second hubby Tom Lewis. 

Linda says she finally decid- 
ed to reveal the truth because 
date rape seems to be a daily 
occurrence, “and the men just 
keep getting away with it.”

caught in the middle of a 
shocking cover-up scandal." 

The President stunned advi- 
sors during a press conference 
when he all but openly accused 
Cosby of rape. 

Referring to the funnyman's 
bombshell confession in a 
recently unsealed 2005 deposi- 
tion, Obama, 53, said, "If you 
give a woman, or a man for 
that matter, without his or her 
knowledge, a drug, and then 
have sex with that person 
without consent, that's 
rape." 

But he stopped short of 
revoking Cosby's medal, 
ignoring demands from 
victims' rights advocates 
and prominent politicians 
- including Democratic 
Senators Kirsten Gillibrand 
of New York and Claire 
McCaskill of Missouri. 

"Obama says there is no 
mechanism or precedent to do 
it," the source says. "But that's 
not true, as President he can 
order it taken away." 

Cosby was awarded America's 
highest civilian honor by 
President George W. Bush in 
2002 - even after it had been 
reported TV's favorite dad 
allegedly accosted a 20-year- 
old cast member on The Cosby 


Show, Lachele Covington. 

In 1997, Cosby was accused 
of cheating on his wife, Camille, 
with striking brunette Shawn 
Thompson Upshaw, who claimed 
he fathered her daughter. Au- 
tumn. A paternity test proved 
he wasn't the baby-daddy, but 
he admitted Shawn was his 
secret mistress and he paid her 
$100,000 in hush money! 


Even more shockingly, it 
was reported in 2000 that 
Lachele told cops Cosby as- 
saulted her after he lured her to 
his Manhattan mansion under 
the guise of discussing her 
career. 

"He fondled her breasts... 
then he tried to put his hands 
down her pants and exposed 
himself," said a police of- 
ficial. He was finally sued 
by another victim, former 
Temple University women's 
basketball director Andrea 
Constand, who claimed 
he'd drugged and sexually 
assaulted her. 

The star's shocking 
confession was made during a 
deposition for Constand's suit, 
which was sealed when Cosby 
settled the case out of court. 

But a federal judge recently 
released the documents - in 
light of the other women's 
explosive charges. 

Now critics say Cosby didn't 
deserve to EVER get the pres- 
tigious medal. Attorney Gloria 
Allred, who represents several 
of the women who claim to be 
Cosby victims, insists Obama 
needs to take action against the 
actor. 

Says the legal eagle, the 
Medal of Freedom "was be- 
stowed by a President and that 
must mean it can be revoked by 
a President."

A S his defenders turn 
on him and the proh- 
ahility of serious 
prison time grows, 
accused serial rap- 
ist Bill Coshy is dangerously 
suicidal, friends fear. 

“Bill is a broken man,” 
says a source. “Everything 
he’s worked for and built all 
his life is being torn down. 
He’s beyond stressed.” 

Even his buddy, “View” 
host Whoopi Goldberg, who 
sparked outrage by taking 
his side saying he was “in- 
nocent until proven guilty” 
and “he has not been prov- 
en a rapist,” has turned on 
him. 

Now, she says, “The infor- 
mation that’s out there kind 
of points to guilt.” 

And his former Cosby 
Show son-in-law, Joseph 
C. Phillips, who played 
Lt. Martin Kendall, filed a 
long post on his Web site 
titled Of Course Bill Cosby is 
Guilty. 

In the post, Phillips says 
he asked a woman who’d 
been mentored by “Ameri- 
ca’s favorite TV dad,” about 
Cosby and she became tear- 
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ful, cursing “him for violat- 
ing both her trust and her 
body.” 

The 78-year-old star’s 
wholesome image com- 
pletely turned to dust when 
a bombshell 2005 court de- 
position revealed Cosby 
admitted drugging young 


women before having sex 
with them. 

In the previously sealed 
testimony, Cosby confessed 
to buying Quaaludes as part 
of his sick seduction plan, 
prompting his pal. President 
Obama, to say using drugs 
for nonconsensual sex is 
“rape.” 


As his legacy lies 
in tatters, reports say 
the U.S. government 
is weighing charges 
against Cosby - even 
though the Emmy- 
winning actor 
didn’t admit to 
committing a crim- 
inal act in the 
newly unsealed 
sworn statement. 

Former Brook- 
lyn, N.Y., prosecu- 
tor Javier Solano 
says Cosby’s testi- 
mony is “the proverbial 
smoking gun.

also felt "emotionally" impris- 
oned by her father's crimes. 

But the married mom of two 
has found relief by writing her 
memoir. Shattered Silence, and 
helping other people who have 
serial killers for relatives. 

Amazingly, she found closure 
when her father admitted he was 
so bloodthirsty he'd even consid- 
ered killing HER! 

"Understanding that," she 
says, "allowed me to say good- 
bye to him."

T wisted medicine man 
Farid Fata got 45 years 
behind bars for forcing 
553 unsuspecting patients 
to have agonizing - and 
unneeded - cancer treatments 
so he could rake in a stagger- 
ing $17.6 million! 

At his July 10 sentencing in a 
Detroit, Mich, courthouse, pa- 
tients and their families ripped 
into the 50-year-old oncologist, 
who pleaded guilty to health 
care fraud, money laundering 
and conspiracy to pay and re- 
ceive kickbacks. 

Bogus treatments 

“I hate you. You disgust me. 
You are a monster. You are 
evil,” raged Laura Stedtefeld, 
who branded the quack cruel 
and greedy. “You poisoned, tor- 
tured and murdered my dad.” 

Sue Lane, whose husband 
Ronnie was a patient and died 
last year, told the court, the de- 
mented doctor bled her family 
dry with his bogus treatments. 

“My husband is gone. Our 
money is gone. I had to file 
bankruptcy twice,” Lane said, 
confronting the fiend. “I lost 


my best friend. He went blind. 
He could not hear or speak. 
Thanks for making my life a 
living hell.” 

Yet incredibly, after slam- 
ming Fata for committing a 
“horrific series of criminal 
acts,” Judge Paul Borman only 
sentenced the beast to 45 years. 

The term is about a quarter 
of the 175 years the prosecu- 
tors said the crook deserved as 
“the most egregious fraudster 
in the history of this country.” 

Lawmen described Fata as 
even worse than notorious 
Ponzi swindler Bernie Madoff 
because he “. . .wreaked damage 
on not only his victims’ bank

accounts, but their bodies.” 

Many of the patients he pre- 
scribed painful chemotherapy 
and other treatments for didn’t 
even have cancer. 

Others, who had curable 
forms of the disease, were forced 
to endure super-aggressive 
and endless treatments that 
lowered immunity and exposed 


The cold-hearted schemer 
also prescribed unnecessary 
and grueling treatments for 
terminally ill patients with 
zero hope that chemo or ra- 
diation would prolong their 
lives. 

Fata duped testicular cancer 
victim Chris Sneary into receiv- 
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Fata saw patients in his 
Oak Park, Mich., offices 


ing an astonishing 40 full days 
of chemo, 37 radiation sessions 
and three hlood transfusions 
that other doctors have since 
told him were unnecessary. 

Later, the devious doc got 
Sneary to he the key speaker at 
his National Cancer Survivors 
Day event in 2012, and bolster 
Fata’s reputation as a “miracle 


doctor.” Now suffering from 
liver and heart issues after his 
treatments, Sneary blasted 
Fata as “a cowardly b******’’ 
with no regard for human life. 

“He is a manipulative, devi- 
ous, greedy, cold-hearted evil 
person.” 

Other heartbreaking cases 
of excessive or unnecessary 
treatment include a man who 
lost both legs, another who 
lost all but two of his teeth, and 
a woman who bought a gun 
and tried to blow her brains 


out to end her suffering. 

Yet, even after victims 
described the horror he put 
them through. Fata brazenly 
asked the judge for mercy. 

“1 cannot bring back the 
past,” he pleaded. “1 stand be- 
fore you so ashamed of my 
actions. I permitted sin to en- 
ter me because of power and 
greed.” 

While the judge gave Fata 
more than the 25 years his 
lawyers asked for, the doctor’s 
sentence amounted to a slap 


on the wrist - at least in his 
victims’ eyes. 

Former patient Monica Flagg 
was disgusted. After Fata had 
diagnosed her with cancer, she 
suffered a broken leg from a 
fall and the new doctor found 
she did not have the disease. 

Blasting the sentence, Flagg 
declared, “What about all the 
grave markers out there that 
all the victims’ families have to 
look at?”

S AVAGE home invaders un- 
leashed carnage and death 
on two young families who 
were staying at the house to 
avoid camping in tents during a 
torrential downpour, say cops. 

Two of the six houseguests, 
12-year-old Timber Brown and 
his half-brother Jon Brown, 26, 
were stabbed to death. And Tim- 
ber’s brave mom Vicki Moore, 
31, was left fighting for her life 
after trying to save her boy from 
a knife- wielding fiend. 

Jon, Timber and Moore, along 
with her friend, Nicole Skinner 
and her two daughters, were in- 
nocent victims. 

After leaving their homes in 
northern Michigan, the families 
planned to camp out and watch 
the June 14 NASCAR races at 
Michigan International Speed- 
way in rustic Brooklyn. 

But a rainstorm convinced 
them to abandon their plans 
to sleep in tents. Instead, they 
crashed at the nearby home 
of Jeffrey Porter, who knew 
one of Skinner’s friends. Cops 
say Porter was bad news and a 
reputed dope dealer. 

Porter’s reputation convinced 
recycling worker Joseph Hall, 
25, and Jesse Spurlock, 33, to

break into the house in the wee 
hours of June 13 in search of 
money and drugs, police say. 

At a court hearing, Michigan 
State Police Detective Sgt. James 
Bundshuh said Hall - carrying a 
knife with an eight-inch blade 
- broke into the house through 
a sliding glass door. Spurlock 
stayed outside to serve as a look- 
out, according to cops. 

Police say Hall killed Jon 
and Timber, and he left Moore 
critically injured with 14 stab 
wounds. Skinner was also 
stabbed, but her injuries were 
minor. And Porter was knifed 
three times while throwing Hall 
through a window. 

The accused thugs were caught 
five days after the murders when 
Hall sought treatment for cuts 
he got during the attacks, cops 
say. In court. Hall admitted he’d 
“snapped.” 

Both Hall and Spurlock are 
facing murder and other charges, 
and they’re being held without 
bond. 

Says a source about the vic- 
tims, “They ended up at the 
wrong place at the wrong time. . . 
simply to get out of the rain.”

T hey didn't call Frank Sinatra the 
Chairman of the Board for nothing, 
or Blue Eyes lived life to the fullest - 
and he always did it HIS way! 

Gone now for 17 years, Sinatra would 
have celebrated his 100th birthday in 
2015. 

During his six-decade show business 
career, the leader of the Rat Pack per- 
formed on more than 1,400 recordings 
and set records with 31 gold albums, nine 
platinum, three double platinum and one 
triple platinum collection of tunes. 

Sinatra also appeared in more than 
60 movies, taking home the 1954 Best 
Supporting Actor Oscar for the classic 
film From Here to Eternity. He was given 
Lifetime Achievement Awards by 
The Screen Actors Guild, the 
NAACP and The Recording 
Academy, as well as the 
Presidential Medal of 
Freedom, the Congres- 
sional Gold Medal and 
the Kennedy Genter 
Honor. 

Francis Albert 
Sinatra, born 
December 12, 1915, 
died from a heart 
attack at age 82 on 
May 14, 1998, but 
he'll never be for- 
gotten. Here's a look 
at his life in pictures. 
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K IRSTIE ALLEY’S dan- 
gerous lifestyle has cut 
years off her life and 
she could be dead in 
two years, fear experts. 
The 64-year-old former Fat 
Actress star is locked in a killer 
cycle of obesity, yo-yo dieting, 
binge eating and unhealthy 
habits that could dramatically 
shorten her life, experts say. 

“I’ve added up the stressors in 
her life and unless she adds more 
balance and gets counseling for 
her emotional eating, Kirstie may 
only live to 66,” says Dr. Patrick 
Warns, who developed the Life 
and Death Calculator. 



By comparison, the average 
American woman has a life ex- 
pectancy of 80 years! But the 
former Cheers beauty suffers 
from what Warns calls “robbing 
stressors” that can strip years off 
your life span. 

Kirstie continues to battle 
deadly obesity and has a history 
of wild weight swings - boxmcing 
between 250 pounds and 140 - 
which can cut five years from 
her life, the expert says. 

And North Carolina weight 
loss specialist Dr. Aaron Tabor 
tells GLOBE, “The yo-yo 
dieting over the years may have 
damaged her heart and other 
organs.” 

After the 5-foot-8 actress was 
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runner-up on Dancing with 
the Stars with partner Maksim 
Chmerkovskiy in 2011, she 
claimed to have lost 100 pounds. 
But Kirstie packed much of the 
weight back on. 

Then, beginning in April 
2014, she lost 50 pounds in eight 
months on the Jenny Craig pro- 
gram. By January 2015, the ac- 
tress looked youthful and svelte.

But now she appears heavy, 
bloated and unhealthy again. 

“Kirstie hasn’t resolved the 
underlying negative emotions 
that cause her to overeat,” Wanis 
speculates. 

Kirstie also has an addictive 
personality, admitting to a three- 
year cocaine habit that sent her 
to rehab in the early 1980s, say 
experts who note a severe drug 


addiction can cut five years off 
your life. 

In addition, the actress has 
been divorced twice - and has 
been pretty much single since she 
split from fiance James Wilder 
in 2000. Not having a healthy, 
romantic relationship can rob 
you of three years, according to 
Wards’ calculator. 

Plus, she suffered a terrible

tragedy when her adopted 
daughter Lillie’s fiance died - 
and losing a loved one can cost 
you three years, says Wanis. 

And her career has stalled. 

“She’s not able to live out her 
passion for acting and comedy,” 
says Wanis. “When you can’t ex- 
press your passion, you can feel 
you have little to live for.” 

Losing your purpose in life can 


shave three years from your life 
span, he notes. 

And now that her children. 
True, 22, and Lillie, 21, are leav- 
ing the nest, Kirstie will be alone, 
which can take four years from 
her life, especially if she refuses 
to age gracefully, the expert says. 

But Kirstie is financially sta- 
ble, has pets and deep religious 
beliefs that help her cope with 


the negativity of her stressful 
life. Each of these factors earns 
three points on the positive side 
of the Life and Death Calculator 
ledger. 

So, by subtracting 23 points 
due to stressors from an average 
lifespan of 80 years and adding 
nine for the positive points, 
Kirstie’s adjusted life span 
appears to be 66. 


Meanwhile, a spokesman for 
Kirstie says experts, who have 
not treated the star, have been 
“reporting she was going to die 
for the last 30 years because 
of yo-yo dieting and she’s still 
here.” The rep adds that “at some 
point” the experts “will be right, 
hopefully when she’s 98.” 

And Wanis says Kirstie CAN 
prolong her life, noting “she can 
reverse the damage by eating 
healthfully, exercising and medi- 
tating to calm her stress.”

Called “biologies,” new drugs like 
Enbrel, Humira and Orencia target 
the chemical that triggers joint in- 
flammation and disease. 

“The standard medication is 
methotrexate but we have newer, 
more effective medicines today 
that don’t have the side effects of 
the old drugs,” says Dr. Kirkwood 
Johnston, a rheumatologist at the 
Kelsey-Seybold Clinic in Texas. 

An autoimmune disorder, rheu- 
matoid arthritis strikes the lining 
of the joints in the hands and feet 
causing pain and eventually joint 
deformity. 

More than 1.3 million Americans,

Experts say lifestyle changes, in- 
cluding swearing off nicotine, can 
also make a dramatic difference if 
the disease is detected early. 

Using your joints is also key to 
controlling RA. 

“Exercise is crucial,” says Dr. 
Gabe Mirkin, a sports medicine 
physician. 

“You need to keep the joints 
moving to keep them healthy and 
pain-free.”

"Eat lots of 
fresh fruits and 
vegetables which 
contain potassium 
to maintain a 
proper sodium- 
to-potassium 
ratio," he says.

U.S. President, was rushed 
to the Maine Medical Center 
in Portland from 
his Kennebunkport 
summer home fol- 
lowing a July 15 
fall, in which he 
fractured a neck 
vertebra. 

Going under the 
knife with anesthe- 
sia would be risky 
for a man his age, 
so doctors planned 
to let his injury 
heal on its own 
without surgery, 
say sources. 

His condition was listed as 
“stable,” but the Bush clan 
feared this could finally be 
the end, says a family friend. 

“They wanted to spend as 
much time as possible with 
him, letting him know how 
much they love him and will 
cherish his memory,” the 


source says. 

“The best 
anyone can do 
is pray.” 

One medical 
expert noted it would 
be difficult for the aged 
41st President to recover 
because older folks “heal 
more slowly.” 

Bush has Parkinson’s dis- 
ease and battled breathing 
problems that could lead to 
complications. He’d been us- 
ing a motorized scooter or 
wheelchair to get around. 

His family rallied to his 
side - hoping he’d live long 
enough to see his son, Jeb, 


the former gov- 
ernor of Florida, 
win his current 
bid for the White 
House. 

Just a week before 
the fall, he and wife Bar- 
bara, 90, briefly hosted about 
300 well-heeled donors for Jeb 
Bush’s campaign on the front 
lawn of the family compound. 

Meanwhile, granddaughter 
Jenna sent a message via 
social media thanking people 
for their prayers.

Haditaii 

An industry insider tells GLOBE that 
toward the end, Sharif, who died July 10, 
deeply regretted his gambling addiction - 
that once cost him $1.5 MILLION in one 
evening playing roulette! 

“Omar had it all after making Lawrence 
of Arabia, Dr. Zhivago and Funny Girl in 
the 1960s,’’ the source says. “But his career 
tanked because he lost all his money gam- 
bling and had to take roles in bad movies 
just to survive.” 

Sharif, who was a world-class expert 
at the card game bridge, acknowledged 
gambling had ruined his life. 


“1 was a lonely man living out of suitcases 
in hotels and when you arrive in a new 
place and don’t know anyone, the only 
place you can go if you are a 
well-known person to have 
dinner alone is a casino,” he 
said. 

And once his meal was 
complete, Sharif confessed he 
would pass his time at games 
of chance. His luck was bad. 

Always broke, he took any 


role that came along, including playing 
the revolutionary Che Guevara in the 1969 
stinker Che! - which bombed spectacularly. 

“It got to the stage where 
my own grandchildren used to 
make fun of my films,” said the 
'actor, who had a son, Tarek, 
with wife Eaten Hamama, 
whom he divorced in 1974. 

But even ridicule couldn’t 
stop his self-destructive habit. 

After losing $1.5 million in 
a single night, he had to sell 
his home in Paris and lived 
in hotels. He wound up “all alone and 
completely broke,” he said. “1 don’t own 
anything at all apart from a few clothes.” 

Say the showbiz insider, “Omar could 
have been one of the Hollywood greats 
- but he didn’t have the willpower to quit 
betting against all odds. 

“That ruined everything in the end, and 
left Omar bitter and regretful.”
